JOSEPRIL F, BLAUT'S RIsE TO POWER.

Joseph I, Rlaut began his career in this chy
as a walter in a Third-ave. restsurant, of which
he wus part owner. His partmers were Mr. and
Mrs. David Minzeshelmer. Mr. Minzesheimer was
the head of the firm. Blaut had charge of the
porvice, Dlawt remained with the Minzeshelmers
until 1875, when he went Into the real estate busi-
ness, with an office in Pine-st, He made his first
large profit Ia handling the lease and charter of
the Mechancs and Traders’ Hank at the time of
the reorganization of that institution. 1t Is sald
that he made $10000¢ on the trinsactlon.
